Murray of Ingleside and Karen 
Powell, of Antioch, are preparing for 
a walk-a-thon to raise awareness 
about strokes. 

The two were at Independence 
Grove Forest Preserve near 
Libertyville, readying for a fund- 
raising marathon in Jamaica. The 
weekend in Jamaica will not be a 
vacation, though, as the two will be 
part of a 100-member Chicago team 
participating in the Reggae 
Marathon in Negril, Jamaica. The 
event is held in support of America 
Stroke Association (ASA), part of the 
American Heart Association (AHA). 

"I am helping out my friend, 
Murray, who was in a motorcycle 
accident. Her symptoms were very 
similar to someone who had had a 
stroke. She was paralyzed on one side, 
and had to re-leam a lot of skills such 
as speaking, swallowing and talking. 
Tins will help her both mentally and 
physically," Powell, of Antioch, said. 

The weekend in Jamaica will 
feature a pasta dinner Dec. 6 fol- 
lowed by a Dec. 7 marathon. Murray 
will be competing in the walkers' 
half-marathon., 13.1 miles, • 

Raising awareness about the 
importance of strokes is one of the 
pair's biggest goals. , 

"People just pass it off as a prob- 



lem for older people. But it can hap- 
pen at any age," Murray said. 

The "participants are working 
with professional trainers in the 
preparation of the event, dubbed 
Train to End Stroke. The Chicago 
team, part of an Illinois team from 
26 cities, hopes to raise $300,000. 

Murray works as a travel agent, 
a career that she has enjoyed for the 
last six years. She said her North 
Barrington office has been good in 
supporting her efforts in Train to 
End Stroke. Her three children, ages 
18, 17 and 13 have also been sup- 
portive. Her walks have taken her to 
Chain O* Lake's State Park, Grant 
Forest Preserve and Deer Grove 
Preserve in Palatine. 

"I workout with Alpine Runners 
in Lake Zurich and they have been 
very helpful," Murray said. 

Murray's husband Joe died in 
the motorcycle accident on Route 
134 that left her with brain damage 
and many stroke-like symptoms. "I 
had to re learn how to walk, talk, 
swallow. I go to rehab at Waterford, 
Wis. at Lakeview Center. I went 
there after Lutheran General 
Hospital after a month and a half in 
the hospital," Murray said. 

"The participants have been 
and continue to raise much needed 
funds for stroke research and edu- 
cation, and are having fun getting in 
shape to walk or run a full or half 
marathon or Jamaica," said Kathy 



Abbott, Train to End Stroke director. 
"We are thrilled with the number of 
people who are participating and 
those who supported our partici- 
pants with contributions." 

"My commitment to this 
marathon is a donation to the ASA * 
in the amount of $4,500. 1 am asking 
for your help and support," Powell 
said in a request letter. "The more I 
leam about stroke and its debilitat- 
ing effects, the more I feel the need 
to thank God every day that every- 
one in my family is healthy. Stroke is 
something that can be treated if you 
get help as soon as you think that it 
might be a stroke." 

Stroke is the third leading cause 
of death in the United States, and a 
leading cause of severe, long-term 
disability. About 600,000 Americans 
suffer a new or recurrent stroke 
each year. On average, someone in 
this country suffers a stroke every 53 
seconds, and every 3.3 minutes 
someone dies of a stroke. 

The ASA was created in Nov., 
1990. Its goal is to raise awareness of 
stroke arid strengthen* the AHA's 
efforts to reduce disability and 
death from stroke.

Soon after, one of his wife's girlfriends came over to die house for a visit. She saw 
her friends' new addition and had wished she had a similar set-up, one where she and 
her husband could 'hide' from the in-laws and kids without leaving the comforts of their 
home. > . 

This further motivated Knudson and his new idea. The result— the berth of the 
Sybaris Clubs. Knudson adopted the name Sybaris from the ancient Grecian city 
Sybaris, located in southern Italy. The people of Sybaris were known not only for their 
wealth, but more for their devotion to luxury and sensuous pleasure. Sybaris Clubs, 
which now have five locations tliroughout the Midwest, has seen gross revenues exceed 
more than 9 million dollars now in almost 30 years of operation. 

The first Sybaris doors opened in Downers Grove in 1974. 

Picture it— no phones, no windows, elegant music playing, island settings— just a 
few of the numerous trademark features offered in the first Sybaris. 

"Basically, it was a magical place where couples could shed the stress of daily life 
and become re-acquainted with love," said Knudson. "It wasn't too profitable in the 
beginning.

chilly fall day. For those inclined to make 
their own egg noodles, Sperber also 
includes a recipe. 



Slice the onions, carrots and peppers and place in a large pot. Add the celery 
leaves, paprika, tomato paste and stock. Bring to the boil, then add the cubed meat, 
cumin and 2 tsp. salt and simmer for 2 hours on medium-low heat. Next, add the cubed 
potatoes and bring to the boil again. 

Then add the noodles to the goulash when it begins to boil. Finally add the mush- 
rooms, garlic, pepper, chili and half the parsley and simmer gently, on medium-low heat, 
30 minutes more.

So overwhelming that Knudson did what 
any good businessman would. In 1981, he 
opened a second location in Northbrook. 

"At that point, I liquidated all of my small 
businesses," said Knudson. "Sybaris became 
my brain child. I burnt my bridges and 
became completely committed to it." 

The Northbrook location is set on 5.5 
acres of land and includes 38 cottages. It is . 
currently die largest in the chain. 

With the growth in popularity came the 
obvious upgrades with the goal of continually 



pleasing the guests. . 

Upgrades in the coming years included 
steam rooms, fireplaces, waterfalls and swim- and after staying in the (Northbrook) Sybaris, 



rriing pools. The year 1987 marked the unveil- 
ing of the 'Chalet' Suite, a 3-story mini-man- 
sion equipped with, in addition to the afore- 
mentioned features, a bedroom overlooking 
your own personal swimming pool. 

In 1992, the idea spread into Wisconsin to 
the suburb of Mequon, located about 20 
miles north of Milwaukee proper. That's 
where Knudson purchased the land that used 
to house a 150-year-old farmhouse and 35-

year-old motel. 

The original motel rooms were converted 
into Victorian Whirlpool Suites. The Sybaris 
in Mequon presently has four quad-room 
buildings and two Chalets making up a total 
of over 30 suites.

Kiefer. Formerly a front office supervisor for 
the Hilton Hotel, Kiefer became the general 
manager of the Mequon Sybaris in 
September of this year.

In 1993, Sybaris opened it fourth location 
in downstate Frankfort. The latest Sybaris 
suite to hit the scene was the opening of one 
in Indianapolis in 1998. 

Overall, the five locations consist of over 
115 total suites. According to Knudson, more 
than 50,000 couples visit any one of the loca- 
tions during the year. 

All of die Sybaris Suites feature various 
mementos and apparel, from terry cloth 
bathrobes, polo style shirts, romantic picnic 
baskets and colored roses.

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Searches find more than drugs 

I am writing in response to the recent 
articles in the newspapers regarding Antioch 
High School/ Superintendent Dennis 
Hockney, and the board of education refus- 
ing to support the Antioch Police Departmen 
to do random searches in the high school and 
parking lots. 

Do members of the board either have 
children or have friends who have children 
attending ACHS that are being protected 
because they have something to hide? It cer- 
tainly makes on wonder. 

We moved into this district four years 
ago. Three years ago one of my children start- 
ed at ACHS. I went to the school to meet some 
of the staff, ask about the classes etc. I also 
inquired as to how often there are drug 



searches at the school.. I was told they are not 
done at ACHS. 

After having lived all over this country, I 
was shocked, as this was done regularly in 
every town we had ever lived in. Not only did 
these random searches find drugs, but all 
kinds of weapons. Mr. Hockney states, "this is 
an invasion of students privacy." What priva- 
cy, Mr. Hockney? The students who are using 
drugs and possibly concealing weapons, do 
NOT have the right to expose your staff or any 
students to these. 

I know I speak for many concerned par- 
ents in this district Eighteen months ago, I 
lost my oldest son in a tragic car accident, and 
two families lost their sons in this accident 
because my son was under the influence of 
drugs and alcohol. 



Guess what members of the board? The 
drugs and alcohol came from Antioch. Some 
of the students admit they use before school 
and in school. What other probable cause do 
you need? Wake up, there'is a problem at 
ACHS with students using and selling drugs. 
My son warned me. He was concerned about 
his siblings going to ACHS. He told me that he 
knew of more kids using and selling drugs at 
this school than any high school around;* He 
said "Mom, it's easier to get drugs there than 
a can of pop." 

I commend Mayor Maravelas, Chief 
Watkins, and the Antioch Police Department, 
and the Village of Antioch. They are trying to 
tell you that we all need to take a stand, have 
zero tolerance. The police departments have 
to deal with this problem on a regular basis. 
They do all the dirty work and wonder when 
they are going to get a call of a drug overdose, 
or worse yet, dread when they will get a call 



for a fatal accident caused by some young 
person using. How frustrating it must be for 
them to try and reason with you, and the 
board of education. 

As for parents who are also against these 
searches, shame on you, you are the "so 
called parents" who either supply your chil- 
dren with alcohol and drugs, and /or party 
with them. I only hope you never have to 
bury a child. My living children have rights, 
as well as the rest of the students at ACHS. 
They have the right to go to school and get 
an education without being exposed on a 
regular basis to drugs and possibly 
weapons.

rom our vantage point far from the Washington Beltway, 
actions of the Federal Trade Commission to investigate the 
merger of Victory and Provena St. Therese hospitals couldn't 
be farther off the mark. 
The FTC has authority to block mergers and acquisitions consid- 
ered to reduce competition in the market place or create a monop- 
oly. 

Obviously, the federal sleuUis haven't been paying much atten- 
tion to what's going on in Lake County, a hotbed of competition in 
just about every commercial endeavor, including healUi care. 
Officers of Vista Health, a joint operating company that controls both 
hospitals, are enacting the merger precisely because there is no 
monopoly and because competition is driving the two separate hos- 
pitals to financial ruin. 

The Vista plan to close St. Therese and invest $33 million in 
expansion at Victory and build a new $114 million 120-bed hospital 
in Lindenhurst is designed to maintain Vista's place in the competi- 
tive hospital mix in northeastern Illinois, not gobble up the health- 
care market as a federal investigation implies. 

FTC would do well to reconsider the purpose and practicality of 
probing the merger. An investigation doesn't make sense. 



Forest vote OR 
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wo days after voters reaffirmed their support of the Lake 
County Forest Preserve District by approving a small tax 
increase for corporate purposes, members of the district's 
land acquisition committee recommended purchase of 
more open space. Adding more acres was sort of a thank you to vot- 
ers. 

Although small in size, the 73 acre purchase on Wilson Road in ' 
northwest Grant Township is significant because it represents coop- 
eration with Baxter Healthcare Corp., a major land owner as well as a 
major employer. While the small parcel didn't fit in Baxter's plans for 
future growth at its Round Lake plant, the acquisition provides a link 
with adjacent district holdings in the vicinity of nearby Fish Lake. 

The prospective purchase includes a scenic outlook and a stand 
of mature trees, a property Uiat is certain to become an "oasis" in a 
sea of rapid growth and development. « 

The tax increase to bolster operating funds will impact the aver- 
age homeowner approximately $10 to $12 per year. The vote, close at 
84,953 for approval to 78,734, probably was due to the uncertain 
economy. But approval represented continued confidence in Forest 
District leadership and something more. 

That "something more," according to Forest Commissioner 
Bonnie Thomson Carter, who represents the district in which the 
new acquisition is located, is an outlay of a few dollars more that rep- 
resents pleasurable experiences families can enjoy for years to 
come. "In harder economic times, that's a real bargain," Carter 
asserted. Agreed. 

Leaders flub Hispanic drive 

efore the 2002 election cycle began, leaders of both major 
parties in Lake County professed to recognize a major demo- 
graphic shift by taking steps to elect a Hispanic. They muffed 
an opportunity — badly. 
State Sen. Terry Link, county Democratic chairman, took his cue 
from redistricting designed to create a Hispanic-friendly Lake 
County Board District 9 in Waukegan. What happened was J. A. Tony 
Figueroa and Jose L Zires cancelled each other out in the primary 
and a non-Hispanic woman was nominated. Green Oaks Mayor Tom 
Adams, county Republican chairman, took his cue from national 
GOP leadership advocating recruiting and supporting Hispanic can- 
didates. The county GOP even got involved in a lawsuit to create a 
super Hispanic district. What happened was Dee Garcia, an attrac- 
tive and well qualified businesswoman, was left to her own 
resources, especially when Hispanic youths, interested in Young 
Republican activities, were not embraced. She was defeated in a light 
voter turnout. - 

Historically, the Latino population in Lake County is not orien- 
tated toward partisan politics. Organization efforts typically aim in 
the direction of social services. Then there is the language barrier for 
older citizens of Hispanic heritage. But that is changing. Young 
Hispanics are bi-lingual. They're a significant part of the employ- ' 
merit picture. 

And they're ready, able and willing to go mainstream. 
So the politicians stubbed a toe this year. But the next election is 
just around the corner. It will be interesting to see whether county 
Democrats or Republicans win the allegiance of Hispanics in the 
future.

Alexander Pope for state poet? 



During his campaign to become our 
governor, Rod Blagojevich spiced 
up his speeches with quotes from 
the likes of Robert Kennedy, 

Abraham Lincoln and Alexander Pope. 

We all are familiar with Kennedy and 
Lincoln but when I asked friends who 
Alexander Pope was their eyes glazed over 
and the typical answer was "Dun?" or "Any 
relation to Pope John Paul?" 

Actually, old Alex once was a mouth that 

roared. He has been called the greatest 
English poet of the early 1700's. His brilliant 
satires ridiculed many kinds of human follies 
and his biting wit made him one of the most 
feared writers in England. 

No wonder Blagojevich borrowed him. 

In that venerable reference book, 
"Bartlett's Familiar Quotations," Lincoln is 
quoted 53 times, George Washington 15 
times and Alexander Pope 138 times. Holy 

cow. 

Nine of the book's 1,500 pages are devot- 
ed strictly to Pope's prose and poetry. The 
editor of "Bartlett's," Justin Kaplan, says he 
likes Pope but "you just don't hear people 
quoting him on the street." 

Except maybe Gov.-elect Blagojevich. 
Give Rod an "A" in English literature. 

I have read Pope's 138 quotes in

"Bartlett's" (research, research, research) 
and recognize only a few. In 1711, he wrote 
"An Essay on Criticism," a witty poem about 
writing which made him famous at the age 
of 23. It includes these golden oldies: 

"A little learning is a dangerous tiling/' 
and, "To err is human, to forgive divine." 

He also gave us the expression, "Hope 
springs eternal in the human breast." And, 
"Tis education forms the common mind: 
Just as the twig is bent, the tree's inclined." 

Other famous writers had differing opin- 
ions about Pope's poetry. Samuel Johnson 
wrote: "A thousand years may elapse before 
there shall appear another man with a power 
of versification equal to that of Pope." 

But Oscar Wilde wrote: "There are two 
ways of disliking poetry: One way is to dislike 
it, the other is to read Pope." 

At age 12, Pope was afflicted by a severe 



, illness, a spinal infection that ruined his 

health and deformed his body. As a result, lie 
grew to an adult height of only 4 feet 6 inch- 
es and developed a hunchback. Naturally, lie 
was extremely sensitive about his appear- 
ance. 

At the age of 30 his translation of the 

Greek epic poem, "The Iliad," amassed him a 
large fortune, making him financially inde- 
pendent. 

His last major work, "The Dunciad," 
completed in 1743, was an attack on dunces. 
The poem ridicules dull writers, literary 
hacks, biased critics, overly scholarly profes- 
sors and stupid scientists. 

Pope is better known for his quarrels 
with other writers than his friendships, but 
he never lacked close friends. Before he was 
17 he was admitted to London society and 
encouraged as a prodigy. One of his support- 
ers was famous poet Jonathan Swift, 21 years 

Pope's elder. 

Ever the scholar, Blagojevich quoted 

Pope at his victory celebration in his first 

words as governor-elect: 

"I'm all shook up. Sure are a lot of people 
here. My heart is full tonight, and in my 
heart I have nothing but a whole bunch of 
hunka-hunka burn in' love for each of you." 

Or was that Elvis? 
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man who wrongly languished on death row 

for so many years. 

Some say that the seed of Jim Ryan's fail- 
ure was sown four years ago when George 
Ryan blustered his way into the Governor's 
Mansion, Questions about George Ryan's 
political indiscretions go back to his first 
term as Secretary of State. Blame for George 
Ryan's damage to the Republican Party 
should be borne by the party's powerbrokers 
that chose to look the other way. 

No matter the reason for the losses, if 
the Republican Party is going to once 
again become the dominant player in 
statewide races they are going to need to 
put their resources behind Republicans 
who can inspire the electorate. The senior- 



ity system clearly is not working. As the 
patina of the last election season devel- 
oped, the weakness of Republican candi- 
dates became ever more obvious. Jim 
Ryan's lack of political traction no doubt 
stalled the campaigns of other statewide 
candidates.

I dis- 
agree wholeheartedly based on the fact that . 
natural consequences are not always effec- 
tive and cannot always be waited for or 
risked. For example, the natural conse- 
quence of running in the street is getting hit

by a car. Now, anyone in his or her right \ 
mind knows that this is ridiculous. No parent 
is going to risk their child getting hit by a car 
for the purpose of learning not to run in the 
street. What about the child who wants to 
touch the hot stove? Are we going to let the 
child do this, based on the fact that it's a nat- 
ural consequence to get burned, when we 
touch a hot stove? Of course not! Any respon-, 
sible parent will try very hard not to have 
their child do this, or even come close. Let's 
look at one that isn't so crisis oriented. What 
about the child who is always late in the 
morning. This is the child who won't get out 
of bed when you ask. You need to be at work 
at a certain time and every morning is the 
same battle. You yell, you scream, you rant, 
you rave and still the child resists. Now, what 
is the natural consequence for this? If you 
went by the letter of natural consequences, it

would be that the child would have to get 
him or herself to school or miss school. There 
are several problems with this view! First, 
most kids I know would relish the thought of 
a parent leaving without them. In their 
minds, they can stay home and watch their 
favorite shows. Who needs school anyway? 
Right? The other problem with this is a safety 
issue. If you leave your child to walk to 
school, alone, it can be a safety problem. I 
know many parents who battle with their 
children to get going because they do not 
want the child walking alone! In this situa- 
tion, the natural consequences do not seem 
to work. The only one who seems to be get- 
ting the consequence is the parent. 

So, once you've thought about the natur- 
al consequence to a behavior and cannot 
find one that fits in a safe and consistent way, 
what are you left with? Many people out 
there will tell you that if it's not "natural con- 
sequences" there will be no learning for the 
child. Again, I say, "hogwash!" 
Consequences, whether logical, natural or 
net, work if you use them appropriately, con- 
sistently and you mean business! My feeling 
is that there are several things that make con- 
sequences work. First, you have to know 
what is meaningful to the child. This is the 
most natural and logical thing I can think of, 
when it comes to consequences. What is 
going to effect this child? What means some- 
thing to him or her? If it means something, it 
will get through! Second, consequences need 
to be appropriate. They need to make sense. 
They need to not be violent. Beating on your 
child teaches nothing but violence. Teaching 
them that bad decisions lose tilings that are 
meaningful to them, makes sense. This is 
something that they need to learn for later 
life too. All of us live in an adult world where

Additionally, many times as 
adults we lose things when we aren t respon- 
sible. Right? . ~ 

Be careful about only withdrawing privi- 
leges though. Most kids have something else 
to play with when something gets taken 
away. If this is the case, that child is feeling 
no punishment and behavior will not 
change. I cannot go into specific punish- 
ments in the scope of a column because one 
size does not fit all, but rest assured, I haven't 
met the kid I can't turn yet.'Powerful conse- 
quences do the trick, trust me on that! 

With our example of our child who won't 
get up on time, who is it that's feeling the 
, consequence? The parent is the person who 
is feeling die brunt of the consequence. The 
parent gets bent out of shape and has to be 
late to work. This is the only natural conse- 
quence that comes out of tliis situation. The 
child feels nothing from this situation, except 
power. Our children need to be ready for the 
real world and if they don't learn it At home, 

• where are they going to learn it? 

So, when natural or logical consequences 
don't fit, make sure you use some appropri- 
ate consequence. If you're not sure of what 
works, ask your child. Children tell me what 
works with them, more than any other

In the past several years, layoffs have been rampant. I have spo- 
ken to riiany who- have been the recipients of those layoff 
notices. Most have the same first challenge. Gel a resume 
updated as soon as possible. 

Hut that rush can Ik avoided by keeping one's resume updat- 
ed. None of us can predict when we will be the victims of a 
downsizing. Some think that Just the poor performers are dis- 
missed during lough times. Although performance Issues are 
often considered, that Is not the only issue. In fact, it may not 
be the most important issue. 

Companies that need to cut short-term costs may decide to cut 
those who are making the most money In specific job classifi- 
cations. Some may go to a different management structure, cut 
middle managers, and build self-directed business units. There 
are infinite philosophies on how to make those decisions. 
Regardless of how secure we feel, we need to be ready for the

Building a resume from scratch after numerous years in a job is 
difficult.

Schedule the Time 

Establish a schedule for a resume check on a periodic basis. 

Early in one's career, this will be relatively frequent. Someone 

who is in his or her first Job should probably schedule an 

update every 12 to 18 months because new experiences arc 

plentiful. Less frequent updates are needed in later career 

stages. 

Update Goals, Experience, and Education 

Verify that the goals identified are the same as when the 
resume was written. Add the experience that has been gained 
since the last update, focusing on the accomplishments of the 
tasks that have been assigned. Add relevant classes, seminars 
and coursevvork to the education section. Those who are work- 
ing toward a degree or certification should specify that dccl- 

slon. 

Proofread, Edit and He-edit 

Finalize the resume. The stored copy should be ready to pub- 
lish; Every T must be dotted and every V crossed. Use the 
spell checker and the grammar checker on the word processor 
for the first edit. Then read and edit it at least ten times. Have 
others proofread it for you. Then rc-edit it and use the auto- 
mated tools again. 

Update the Reference Sheet 

Add the names of those -who can best describe the skills that 
have been demonstrated since the last update. Those who are 
starting a Job search will need to contact them for then normal 
presearch discussion, but those who are just doing the update 
can postpone that step until the search is started. Remove the 
names of those who are no longer familiar with current skills, 
experience and performance. 










this process will assure that an updated resume Is available if 
it is needed. We all want to believe that we will make the deci- 
sion when to search for a new job. Unfortunately, that may not 
be true.
